M. Hy d e told an agricu ltu ral 
au d ience here tod ay the tariff 
principles

Democratic 
party wou ld cripple the farm er’s 
finances if pu t into effect. 
Hy d e said the United States’ 
home m ark et is 15 times greater 
than was the foreign m ark et ev ­ 
en before passage of the 19 30 
tariff bill. Therefore, he said , it 
is more im portant to protect the 
home m ark et than to attem pt 
ex pansion of foreign trad e. 
"There are two million head 
of cattle a t this m inu te sou th of 
the Rio G rand in the bord er 
states of Old Mex ico, as presi­ 
d ent Hoov er has pointed ou t,” 
Hy d e said . 
-The price of feed er cattle on 
the sou th bank of the riv er is $2 
per hu nd red ; the price on the 
north bank is $4.

Wh en “Po sto ffice Jack” Garner, th e two jo b 
candidate, wh o ru ns simu ltaneo u sly fo r bo th 
v ice-president and co ngressman, became speak­ 
er o f th e Ho u se last December h e fo u nd th irty - 
th ree Negro es emplo y ed in v ario u s capacities 
abo u t th e Capito l — as janito rs, clo akro o m a t­ 
tendants, labo rers and do o rkeepers. Th e Demo ­ 
cratic majo rity pro mptly remo v ed th e th irty - 
th ree and filled th eir places with wh ite Demo ­ 
crats. Th e Negro Planning Bu reau at Repu blican 
Natio nal h eadqu arters h as issu ed a pamph let 
called “Th e Sto ry o f Ro o sev elt and Garner as it 
Affects th e Negro .” Amo ng o th er th ings th e 
pamph let recalls th at Garner v o ted “No ” o n six 
mo tio ns to co nsider th e anti-ly nch ing bill in 
1922, and v o ted “No ” wh en it came u p fo r final 
passage. 
Th e Negro v o ters h av e lo ng memo ries. Th ey 
also h av e recalled th e fact th at Garner, way 
back in 1911, intro du ced a bill to repeal sectio ns 
1104 and 1108 o f th e federal statu tes. Th e two 
sectio ns pro v ide, respectiv ely , th at th e army o r­ 
ganizatio n sh all inclu de two regiments o f Negro 
cav alry and two regiments o f Negro infantry .

In th o se go o d o ld day s o f, 
Ju dge Beth u el Mo 'rris, wh o tried 
Swanso n, th e salary o f $800 per 
y ear, was deemed su fficient and 
as sh o wn by Ju dge Sparks, wo u ld 
bu y mo re th an $4200 will no w. 
Tru e th ere was far less to sell 
and mo ney o f itself is po o r pro p­ 
erty , neith er eatable, drinkable 
no r wearable. 
We were th en in th e Fifth ju ­ 
dicial circu it and ju dges v isited 
each co u nty seat o n h o rseback, 
carry ing th eir bo o ks, papers and 
wearing apparel in a saddle bag. 
Ro ads were bJazed trails and 
streams were cro ssed at fo rds o r 
sh allo w places bu t o ften th e 
h o rse h ad to swim th e riv ers. 
Lawy ers and ju dges o ften trav ­ 
eled to geth er fro m place to place. 
Th is was tru e o f th e pro secu ting 
atto rney , wh o h ad to make th e 
circu it with th e ju dges at times. 
Mo rris was fo llo wed by Test, 
wh o gav e way to Bigger, wh o be­ 
came go v erno r o f th e state. Ou r 
ju dicial sy stem was ch anged in 
1852 wh en o u r Co nstitu tio n was 
ch anged and with mino r ch ang­ 
es, is still as ado pted at th at 
time.
